npon  data  of  the  Fteneh  general  ataft, 
mad*  public  here  tonight  by  the  French 
blsb  commlaalon.  Worn  down  and  dri- 
ven back  by  the  never-ending  pounding 
of  the  Allies  on  the  weatern  front,  the 
•tatament  saya,  the  Oermana  have  made 
their  aupreme  military  effort  after 
drawing  heavily  upon  their  inactive 
armiea  in  the  Eaat  and  calling  out  their 
ISlt  and  part  of  their  l'9t9  reserveit. 

Thua,  while  the  Allien  have  reached 
Und  are  prepared  to  maintain  their  full 
•trangth  while  awaiting  the  coming  of 
Amarioa'a  great  army,  the  enemy's  re- 
Boureea  are  diminishing  at  the  very 
moment  when  the  military  situation  de- 
mands   that    they   increase. 

"This  shows,"  concludes  the  state- 
inent,  "the  active  character  to  attend 
the  operations  -in  1918,  when  three 
democracies.  Kngland,  France  and 
America,  will  unite  their  entire  strength 
In  attacking  the  enemy.  In  conformity 
with  the  only  sound  principles  of  the 
war."

The  conimiSHion'n  Ktatement,  issued 
through  the  committee  on  public  In- 
formation, follows; 

"Both  Franco-German  fronts  on  the 
Alsne,  1017,  and  Vatdun,  1916,  have  al- 
ready t>een  compared,  and  it  has  been 
'iloted  that  they  are';  practically  of  the 
•atne  length.  It'  has  been  stated  that 
the  aerman  foroea  oeotipylng  them  t>e« 
fore  tho  attack  were  equally  compara* 
lllve,  12  and  14  divtslnns.  It  is  known 
today  that  during  the  same  period, 
from  May  to  SpptJimber,  the  Oermans 
engaged  34  fresh  divisions  at  Verdun, 
•nd  that  they  have  been  obliged  to  en- 
gaga  45  on  the  Alsne.  Furthermore, 
during  an  equal  period  the  French  took. 
S,86S  prlsonera  at  Verdun  and  9,563  on 
the   AlHie.  V

British  Columbia's  first  quota  for  the 
training  camps  after  the  enforcement  of 
the  Military  Service  Act. 

While  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be 
about  7,000  men  in  the  Province  eligible 
tor  service  and  who  will  at  one  time  or 
another  be  culled  up  as  members  of 
Class  1,  who  are  physically  fit,  the  en- 
tire number  will  not  be  asked  to  report 
lor  ^ctive  duty  at  once.  According  to 
an  announcement  madp  at  military  head- 
quartern  here,  yesterday,  the  first  call 
issued  will  be  for  1,500  men,  and  this 
will  be  followed  at  Intervals  of  prob- 
ably a  roprnt^  by  turdar*  Jar-  tha,  4Uu> 
ceedlfiiT' quotas  of  about  <00  men  each 
to  report  for  unlfornia  and  equipment. 
This  will  be  repeated  till  Class  1.  la  ex- 
hausted. *

Major  W.'H.  Belson.  secretary  for  the 
MlliUry  S^vlce  Act  mobilization  in 
British  Columbia,  la  rapidly  completing 
the  fiiittj  preparations  for  dealing  wrth 
the  drafted  men  In  so  far  as  his  depart- 
ment is  concerned.  The  plans  for  equip- 
ping and  housing  the  men  have  been 
practically  finished,  accommodation  hav- 
ing been  provided  for  uifwatds  of  6,000 
men  in  Victoria,  Vancouver,  and  New 
Weatminster. 

Mr.  R.  8.  Lennie,  reglstrHr  for  Brit- 
ish Columbia  under  the  Military  Bervire 
Act,  states  that  the  proclamation  to  be 
Issued  October  13.  will  rail  up '  25.000 
men  f^^.tUKliout  the  Dominion,  probably 
duilMK  December,  and  subsRMucntly  at 
tlie  rute  of  10,000  per  month  until  the 
required  number  of  soldiers  to  reinforce 
the  Canadian  troops  in  France  Is  ae- 
eured.

Following  a  consultation  with  Mr. 
Ueorge  W.  Stiff,  who  represents  the 
miliUry  service  branch  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice,  Mr.  L<ennie  gave  out 
this  statement: 

"Men  reporting  for  service  under  the 
Military  Service  Act,  as  against  those 
claiming  exemption,  will  not  be  preju- 
diced In  any  way;  on  the  contrary,  they 
may  naturally  expect  more  consider- 
ation than  men  who,  by  filing  claims  for 
exemption,  increas*  the  labor  af  the 
working  of  the  act. 

"Men  who  report  for  service.  If  med- 
ically fit— that  is  CUss  A— will  quickly 
come  into  the  record  as  men  ready  when 
the  military  authorities  call  for  them, 
but  no  call  will  be  made  on  them  until 
all  claims  for  exemption  are  settled,  and 
the  men  who  are  not  exempted  arrive  at 
the   same   stage!

"When  the  military  authorlUes  call 
tor.  Bay,  the  first  J5,000  men  of  Claas 
1,  Category  A,  who  hav*  reported  for 
service  or  been  dented  exemption  by  the 
local  tribunals,  if  there  is  a  aurplus  of 
this  clasa,  selections  will  be  made  from 
a  list,  and  as  further  requests  are  made 
by  the  military  authorities  further  selec- 
tlone  will  be  made. 

«o   BlMrtaUBaMoa 

"Methods  of  determining  the  selec- 
tions have  not  been  decided.  It  may  be 
taken  for  granted,  however,  that  the 
men  who  have  reported  fbr  aervtce  will 
not  be  prejudiced,  but  rather  benefited, 
by  their  dewlre  to  expedite  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  art  and  obey  the  law. 

"It  Is  probable  that  the  mlllUry  au- 
thorities will  first  call  for  26,000  men  ot 
the  class  referred  to.  and  then  they  will 
probably  call  for  men  at  the  rate  ot 
10.000  a  month  until  they  can  Uke  a 
greater  number.  These  are  the  men  who 
will  become  soldiers  and  be  trained  for 
lelnforcementa  to  the  Canadian  Bxpadi- 
tionary    Force. 

"December  1  may  reasonably  be  an- 
ticipated as  the  date  when  the  selection 
o|  tho  first  16.000  will  be  mad*.  Man 
who  are  drafted  In  the  first  36.MO  will 
report  to  the  depot  battalion  of  the 
miliUry  district  in  which  they  are  rasl- 
dent,  where  they  will  be  supplied  with 
uniforms  and  given  preliminary  train- 
ing.

Militia  'Department  Statement 
Shows  That  Wastage  in  .Ex- 
peditionary Force  Far  Ex- 
ceeds Number  of  Recruits, 


OTTAWA,  Oct.  f.— An  Interestlnjf 
statement  giving  figures  for  recruiting 
and  wastage  on  the  Canadian  expedi- 
tionary force  during  the  eight  months 
from  January  to  August  inclunlve,  has 
just  been  issued  by  the  Militia  Depart- 
ment. 

The  statement,  which  ia  a  detailed 
one,  shows  that  in  the  eight  months  a 
total  of  49,17*  men  enlisted  In  the  Can- 
adian .expeditionary  force,  of  which 
nun\ber  17.461  joined  the  ranks  of  the 
infantry.  During  tha  same  (>erlod  the 
wastage  of  men.  /rom  various  <-auses, 
totalled  ll.*04,  leaving  a  net  \onn  to 
the  Canadian  Expeditionary  Force  for 
the  eight  raontha  of  4S,2«6  men.  The 
totals  of  enlistments  and  wastage  by 
months  were  aa  follows:

"The  settlement  of  the  strike  at  the 
lake  front  tTminals  is  not  a  settle- 
ment of  the  whole  of  the  dlftlculty  in 
connection  with  the  buying  of  the  grain 
in  the  country.  While  the  Board  of 
Hupervisjrs  has  nxed  the  price  of 
wheat  at  Fort  William,  country  eleva- 
tor companies  are  still  in  this  ywy 
uncertain  jwsltlon — they  have  no  as- 
surance that  they  will  be  able  to  sell 
the  wheat  at  that  price,  not  having  up 
'  to  the  present  received  assurance  from 
any  authority  that  the  wheat  which 
thoy  are  purchasing  will  be  repurchased 
at  the  price  decided  upon  by  the  Board. 
When  appealed  to  to  give  that  aasur- 
ance  to  the  grain  dealers,  the  Board 
of  Grain  Supervisors  stated  that  such 
assurance  was  not  within  their  power, 
and  that  it  could  only  come  directly 
Irom  Great'  Britain  and  her  Allies,  In 
whose  interests  the  price  had  l>een 
fixed. 

"Considering  Uie  enormous  amount  of 
money  that  has  to  be  invested  In  the 
purchasa  of  grain,  it  is  only  tu»tural 
that  those  laying  out  the  money  should 
be  considerably  concerned.  Should  It 
transpire  that  in  purchasing  tha  grain 
the  Allies  would  flx  a  lower  price, 
practically  alt  grain  firms  in  tha  grain 
business  in  the  Wefct,  and  banks  which 
are  ndan.  ?ng  them,  might  nnd  them- 
selves farinfc  financial  disaster.  In  the 
rmtea  Hiates  the  Government  has  guar- 
nnleed  the  price,  but  up  to  the  present 
our  Dominion  Government  baa  jr.ven 
no  similar  guarantee.  Even  ahoulu  this 
Indispensable  assurance  b«  given,  the 
elevator  companies  are  still  confronted 
with  the  additional  question — when  wUl 
the  .\llles  accept  delivery  of  grain — 
and  this  question,  while  not  ao  Im- 
portant as  the  former  one.  Is  still  very 
serious,  becauae  with  wheat  at  |l.tl 
per  bushel,  a  grain  Arm  handling  twen- 
ty-live to  forty  million  buahels  aad 
having  a  large  country  storage  capacity, 
such  for  instance  as  the  flaskatchewan 
Co-operative  Elevator  Company.  Ltd.. 
with  a  rapacity  of  nine  million  Imshels. 
will  possibly  find  Itself  with  a  dead 
invextment  totaSllna  not  far  short  of 
$30,000,000.  Notwithstanding  the  fora- 
golng  condiUona,  wa  have  dartded  to 
continue  our  work  trf  purehaaing  grain 
at  all  o«ir  eairatry  points,  realising  that 
In  the  ptestmt  crisia  of  the  Empire's 
affairs  our  artioo  should  he  dirtatad 
by  conlidrnre  in.  rather  than  suspicion 
of.  the  r>omlnk>n  and  Imperial,  aulhnrl- 
tlen  who  are  co-operating  In  the  nuji- 
agement   of  tha  arala   ouestlao."

CLASS  ONE  AGE 

UMITS  DEFINED 


OTTAWA,  Oct.  9.— To  clear  up 
confusion  with  regard  to  age  limits 
of  CUss  One,  which  is  to  be  called 
out  by  proclamation  for  service 
under  the  Military  Service  Act  on 
October  13,  the  following  an- 
nouncement is  made  by  the  Militia 
Service  Council: 

For  convenience.  Class  One  is 
frequently  spoken  of  as  compris- 
ing unmarried  men  and  widowers 
without  children  between  the  ages 
of  20  and  34. 

It  will  be  noted,  however,  that 
under  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
the  methoid  of  fixing  these  two 
limits  is  different.  As  far  as  con- 
cerns the  age  of  20,  the  date  of  the 
proclamation  govertis.  Any  man 
who  on  that  date  has  reached  the 
age  of  20  years  is  within  the  class. 

With  regard  to  the  limit  of  34 
years,  however,  this  is  fixed  by 
reference  to  January  1,  1917.  Any 
man  who  had  not  reached  the  age 
of  34  before  that  date  is  within  the 
class. 

It  is  to  be  noted  also  that,  for 
the  purpose  of  the  Act,  any  man 
married  after  July  6,  1917,  is  to  be 
deemed  unmarried.

Earlier  Method  of  Depending 
on  Soldiers  Rather  Than

"At  dawn  the  British  and  Australians^ 
again  ajtarked  iilong  the  Klandem 
I  nlgeK  and  pushed  bni-k  the  enemy  to  » 
depth  at  some  places  of  about  tw.7- 
thirds  of  a  mile.  The  buttle  extended 
more  northward  than  the  three  previous 
operatlonn  since  September  20.  the 
I'^Yench  taking  up  the  fight  on  the  left. 

"The  weather  was  about  as  bad  as 
Twssible.  Last  night  It  was  blowing  a 
gale  and  raining  in  torrents,  but  the 
clouds  broke  about  midnight  and  the 
stars  shone,  making  the  smull  hours 
quite  clear  and  enabling  the  troops 
brought  into  the  starting  positions  to 
work  better,  although  tho  ground  was 
very  bad  ami  the  going  difficult. 

"t»ur  troopH  found  the  IIuuh  holding 
the  front  ninrh  more  heavily  than  in 
any  other  previous  battIeK  of  (Ins 
scries.  This  suxgestH  a  return  to  the 
earlier  dofensivc  taetlcs,  depending  upon 
man    power    rather    than    concrete. 

"The  rifle  fire  was  not  so  heavy  as 
usual,  donbtlesR  because  the  weapons 
were  largely  mud-clogged.  The  bayonet 
pnd  bomb  were  the  principal  weapons  In 
close   fighting.

OVER  THOUSAND  PRISONERS 
PASSED  THROUGH  STATION 

French  Forces  Make  Brilliant  Advance  Over 
Difficult  Ground — Capture  Strong  Posi- 
tions, With  Guns  and  Prisoners,  and  Also 

Fringe  of  Houthulst  Forest, 


LONDON,  Oct.  9.— The  British  troops  have  cfifected 
the  complete  capture  of  Poelcappelle,  and  have  advanced 
nearly  two  miles  to  the  northwest  of  that  village  in  their 
drive  in  Flanders  today.  According  to  the  reports  from 
Field-Marshal  Haig  tonight,  the  British  operations  were 
very  succe^ful.  All  objectives  have  been  gained,  and  the* 
number  of  prisoners  already  exceeds  i,ooo. 

The  text  of  the  communication  follows: 

"A  heavy  rain  fell  continuously  during  the  afterndbn 
and  evening  of  yesterday,  causing  the  ground  to  become 
soggy  and  very  difficult  for  the  passage  of  troops. 

"Notwithstanding ,  the  stormy  weather  and  the  water- 
logged condition  of  the  ground,  our  trodps  succeeded  in 
launching  an  attack  at  5:20  o'clock  this  n>orning  in  con- 
junction  with  the  French  on  our  left,  with  very  gocKl  retain.

"Northern  front:  The  infantry  and 
artillery  duels  have  increased  In  the 
Kiga  region,  and  in  the  Bunteneokl- 
IIlnnzenburg-Hpitali  sectors  in  the 
Dvinsky   region. 

"On  the  Western,  Southwestern  and 
Roumanian  fronts  there  have  been 
fusiladcs. 

"On  the  Caucasus  front  there  I"  noth- 
ing to  report. 

"On  the  Baltic  Sea  seven  enemy  air- 
planes dropped  fifteen  bombs  on  Aln- 
azhl,  where  two  women  were  killed  and 
one   woman   injured.

ALLOWING  GERMANS 
VERY  SHORT  REST 

Territory  East  and  North  of  Ypres  Is  Again  Scene 
of   Heavy  Assault,   Which   Yields  Good 
'    Results — Both  Armies  of  Allies 
Reach  Objectives. 


BRITISH  FRONT  IN  FRANCE  AND 
BELGIUM.  Oct.  9.— (By  the  Associated 
Presa) — Another  big  attack  waa  begun 
at  dawn  today  against  the  Oerman 
positions  to  the  east  and  north  of 
Ypres  by  both  the  British  and  French 
armies,  and  had  met  with  great  success 
in  the  first  few  hours  of  the  fighting. 
At  many  ulacas  the  Allied  forces  had 
battled  their  way  forward  to  a  depth 
of  1,300  yards  Or  more  within  the  snamy 
territory,  and  reports  from  all  along 
a  wide  front  indicated  that  evarirthtog 
was  going  in  favor  of  the  assaulting 
troops,  notwithstanding  tha  bod  condi- 
tion of  the  ground  due  to  the  laat  few 
days'  rain. 

On  the  north  the  French  nad  aurgeo 
across  the  Posl>«ke  and  Broenbeka 
rivers  in  tho  direction  of  Houthulst 
foreat.  aad  at  an  early  hour  war*  re- 
ported to  l>e  fighting  around  Mangal- 
aere.  about  l.kOO  yards  beyond  thalr 
original  froat  lines.  By  t.-SO  o'clock 
they  bad  oMalned  aareral  hUBdrad 
prlaoncrs.

East  of  Tpres,  in  the  sone  embracing 
Reutel  and  Polderhoek,  where  there  has 
been  much  bitter  fighting  recently,  the 
British  were  carrying  out  strong  oper- 
ations, and  It  waa  reported  that  success 
also  had  been  achieved  there. 

Just  north  of  Broodselnde.  at  Daisy 
wood,  the  Oermana  were  holding  out 
atrongly.  Tho  British  had  pushed  for- 
ward and  surrounded  tha  wood,  and  hot 
fighting  waa  proceeding.  The  British 
alao  met  with  strong  resistance  at  Pol- 
derhoek chateau.  They  reached  this 
position  early  la  tha  attack,  but  were 
forced  by  heavy  machine  gun  firo  to 
withdraw  a  little  for  the  moment. 

At  the  lataat  reporta  they  bad  made 
an  advance.

"The  front  of  the  attack  extended 
from  a  point  southeast  of  Broodaalndo 
to  St.  .leansback.  one  mile  northeatt  of 
Bixschoote.  On  the  extreme  right,  the 
Australian  troops  moved  forward  .ever 
the  drest  of  the  ridge  east  and  north- 
east oC  liroodHOlndo.  securing  their  ob- 
jective's. 

"On  the  right  centre,  a  third  I  the  Ur* 
ritorlal  division,  oompristng  Manchester, 
Kant  Lancashire  anil  X^ancashire  Fuai- 
ller  Regiments,  advanced  one  mile 
northward  along  the  ridge  'in  the  direc- 
tion of  pHsschendHelc,  cHpturlng  all  its 
olijcutlves  under  most  trying  circum- 
stances with  great  detarmlnatioa  and 
gallantry. 

"In  the  centre,  between  the  main  ridge 
and  Poelcappelle.  a  cnnsldcrable  advanca 
waa  made,  which  Innludes  tha  capture  of 
many  fortifled  farms  and  concentrated 
redoubts. 

"On  the  left  centre  we  have  captured 
Poelcapelle.  On  the  extreme  left  of 
the  British  attacks,  Kngllsh,  Welsh  and 
Irish  troopM  and  the  OiiurdH  hav«  taken 
all  their  objectives  and  trained  the  out- 
skirts of  the  forest  of  lloutholat,  nearly 
two  miles  northwest  of  Poehapollc. 

"On  the  left  flank,  the  French  crossed 
the  Broonbeke  stream,  which  la  in  Hood, 
and  alao  gained  the  outskirta  of  the 
forest  of  Houthulst,  capturing  their  ob- 
jectives, inoluding  seve?.al  hamlau  and 
many   fortifled   locations. 

"More  than  1,000  prisoners  already 
have'passed  Into  the  oolleotlng  stations 

"Aviation— Tha  weather  waa  avaa 
more  unfavorable  for  flying  than  o« 
previous  days.  Much  work  was  dona, 
however.  In  aarial  reoonnaissanoes  and  ' 
some  artillery  work  was  carried  on. 
Two  enemy  machinea  were  driven  down 
out  of  control.  Ground  Urgata  also  were 
atUcked  with  machine  gun  flre.

PABIS.  Oct.  ».— The  capture  of  tha 
villages  of  Ht.  lt>mn  de  Mangelaera  and 
Veldhoek,  with  numerous  blockhouses, 
is  reported  in  the  FVench  offlcial  re- 
port tonight  dealing  with  the  opera, 
tlons  of  today  In  Flanders.  The  total 
advance  of  the  French  reachad  to  a 
depth  of  one  and  a  quarter  milas,  to  tha 
southern  outskirts  of  the  Houthulst 
wood,  and  on  a  front  of  mora  thao  a 
mile  and  one-half. 

The  text  reads: 

■In  Belgium  an  attaok  launched  by 
us  this  morning  was  carried  out  with 
particular  brill  ianry.  After  having 
crossed  the  marshy  Broonbeke  brook, 
our  troops  captured,  with  admirabia 
spirit,  along  a  front  of  8^  kilometraa, 
the  enamy  defeneao,  despite  the  dlfllcall 
ties  ot  terrain  and  the  had  atmospherta 
conditions.  The  vlllagea  of  St.  jee„  ^m 
Mangelaere  and  Veldhook.  aa  well  as 
numerous  farms  turned  into  bloek> 
houses,  fell  into  our  haitds.

OTTAWA.  Get  S. — In  a  powerrul  and 
•loQuant  app«al  for  greater  imltr  of  war 
•Sort  to  tb«  end  that  "luatlce  may 
trluJipb  over  crime  and  rlffbt  be  victor 
over  wrong."  Vlaoount  Readlnc,  Chief 
Juatlee  of  BngUnd,  and  a  mamber  of 
the  Britiah  mlaalon  to  the  United  Btatea. 
addraased  a  crowded  luncheon  meeting 
of  the  Canadian  Club.  The  gathering, 
which  was  notable  because  of  the 
praaence  of  a  larse  number  of  dlatlo- 
gulsbed  personages,  was  presided  over 
by  Mr.  Justice  Duff,  .and  attended  by 
U.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Devonshire.  Lord 
IVorthoUffe,  Sir  Robert  Borden  and  Blr 
Wilfrid  L<aurier.  Members  of  the 
caMnet  and  other  prominent  men  were 
present  and  united  in  applauding  the 
forceful  address  of  the  great  British 
Jurist. 

Viscount  Reading  referred  to  the  mis* 
slon  which  had  brought  his  compan> 
ions  and  himself  to  this  country.  He 
was,  he  said,  proud  to  have  been  chosen 
for  tlie  service  which  was  his.  It  was 
only  nttinc  that  It  should  be  civen  to 
(he  head  of  Justice  In  Oreat  Britain  to 
represent  the  cause  of  Justice  and  free- 
dom In  the  great  country  to  the  south 
which  had  thrown  In  Its  lot  with  the 
llberly-lovlng  nutions  and  bofor«>  the 
preaeut  great  war  had  engulfed  all 
Kurope,  the  people  of  that  country  had 
placed  their  coulldencc  tn  treaties  be- 
tween countrleB.  They  had  thought 
that  the  plighted  word  of  a  nation  was 
as  trustworthy  as  that  of  an  Indi- 
vidual and  should  be  rcHpected  as  such. 
But  Germany  had  rudely  destroyed 
that  belief. 

The  spealcer  referred  to  the  tremen- 
THjUB^aacTiflce  whiett  had  been  made  by 
Belgium  at  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
and  asserted  that  It  was  the  sacred 
duty  of  the  Allied  nations  to  see  that 
■he  was  restored  in  so  far  as  possible 
to  the  status  which  she  had  before,  the 
struggle  began.  He  reviewed  briefly 
the  acts  of  the  Central  Powers  which 
had  forced  Oreat  Britain  to  enter  the 
war  and  then  referred  to  the  magni- 
ttcent  response  which  had  been  made 
by  Canada,  and  the  whole  Kmpire,  to  the 
Mother  Country's  call  far  help.  The 
Bacrlfloes  which  had  been  made,  and 
#ere  being  made,  by  Canada,  he  Hald, 
served  to  draw  the  Mother  Country 
closer  to  Canada. 

Oreat  Britain  waa  making  great  sac- 
rifices also,  but  It  was  not  forgetful  of 
the  burden  which  was  being  borne  by 
the  Dominion.  Canadian  soldiers  had 
wrlttan  the  word  "Canada"  on  the  scroll 
of   undying   fame. 

After  three  years  of  war,  aald  Vis- 
count Reading,  the  German  military 
power  In  the  West  was  beginning  to 
dwindle.  He  felt  that  the  Allies  had 
passed  through  the  most  anxious  part 
of  the  war.  One  single  victory  did 
not.  of  course,  mean  the  end,  but  the 
entrance  of  the  United  States  still  fur- 
ther strengthened  the  cause  of  right. 
It  was  no,t  only  the  military  atrength 
/which  that'  great  nation. would  bring 
that  was  of  help.  It  was  also  the 
moral  power  of  the  fact  that  such  a  na- 
tion, absolutely  free  to  remain  neutral, 
had  reallxed  that  Germany  was  an 
anemy  to  the  liberty  and  growth  of 
the  world's  people  and  had  therefore 
thrown  In  its  lot  with   the  Allies. 

The  speaker  expressed  confidence  that 
Russia  would  emerge  from  Us  present 
Internal  trouble  to  flght  with  renewed 
strength  in  the  cause  of  liberty.  He 
referred  to  the  submarine  warfare, 
which,  he  admitted,  was  a  serious  men- 
scp,  but  could  be  met  with  serenity  if 
the'  people  would  unite  In  conserving 
food  and  other  commodities  necessary 
to  the  natloHH  at  war. 

There  mtiHl  be  no  waBte.  he  Insisted. 
People  j^lmuUl  eschew  all  luxuries  and 
invest  ihelr  money  In  war  bonds  snd 
other  securities  which  would  help  the 
war  along.  uiiVted  effort  was  the  thing 
which  would  win,  and  nothing  must  be 
allowed  to  Interfere  with  the  efforts  of 
the  Allied  nations.

HOW  CAPI.  TIMR 
GALIANTIY  DIED 


Was  as  "Proud  as  Punch  on 
the  Most  Glorious  Day  of 
His  Life"— Sentiments  of  a 
British  Columbia  Hero. 


NEW  YORK,  Oct.  ».— As  an  Illustra- 
tion of  the  lofty  .sentiments  possessed 
by  men  who  die  on  the  European 
battlefield  in  the  war  for  democracy, 
and  a  reminder  for  Americans  who  may 
be  backward  In  contributing  to  the 
second  liberty  loan  for  the  same  cause, 
the  liberty  loan  committee  made  public 
today  the  last  letter  written  by  Capt. 
V.  O.  Tupper.  of  the  Canadian  l«th 
Battalion,  to  his  father.  Sir  Charl»>8 
Hlbbert  Tupper,  before  his  death  at  the 
battle  of  VImy  Ridge  last  AprlL  The 
•ol^r  wrote: 

"My   dear  father: 

"I  am  writing  one  of  these  'in  case' 
letters  for  the  third  time,  and  of 
course  I  hope  you  will  never  have  to 
read  It.  If  you  are  reading  It  now,  you 
will  know  that  your  youngest  son 
'went  under'  as  proud  as  Punch  on  the 
most  glorious  day  of  his  life.  I  am 
taking  my  company  'over  the  top'  for  a 
mile  In  the  biggest  push  that  has  ever 
been  launched  In  the  world,  and  I  trust 
that  it  is  going  to  be  the  greatest  fac- 
tor toward  peace. 

"Dad,  you  can't  imagine  the  wonder- 
ful feelings  of  a  man  when  he  thinks 
something  like  this:  'Well,  If  i  am  go- 
ing to  die,  this  Is  worth  It  a  thousand 
timea.' 

"I  have  been  over  two  or  three  times, 
but  never  with  a  company  of  my  own. 
Think  of  It — a  hundred  and  fifty  officers 
and  men  who  will  follow  you  to  hell. 
If  need  be. 

"1  don't  want  any  of  you  dear  people 
to  be  sorry  for  me,  although,  of  course, 
you  will,  in  a  way.  You  will  miss  me, 
but  you  will  be  proud  of  me.  Mind 
vou.  1  know  what  I  am  up  against,  and 
that  the  odds  are  against  me.  I  am 
going  In  the  way  I  did  the  first  time. 
Just  for  Aheer  devilment  and  curiosity. 
I  have  seen  this  game  for  two  years 
and  1  still  like  It  and  feel  that  my 
place    is    here. 

"So  much  for  that.  I  want  to  thank 
you  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  for 
all  your  loTing  kindness  to  me.  This 
war  has  done  wonders  to  me  and  makes 
me  realise  lots  of  things  I  would  not 
have  done  otherwise.  I  could  write  a 
book  .ibout  It,  but  you  know  what  I 
mean. 

"Goodbya,  dear  father  and  mother, 
and  all  of  you.  Again  I  say  that  I  am 
proud   to  ba   where   1   am   now."*

Action  Depends  Upon  Future 
CouriPof  the  Kaiser's  War 
Lords— Disputes  With  Uru- 
guay. 


BUENOS  AYRBS,  Oct.  9.— The  Argen- 
Unt  GoyernmenLlfi  not  prepared  to 
follow  the  action  of  Uruguay  In  sever- 
ing diplomatic  relaflonn  with  Germany, 
according  to  Foreign  Minister  Pucyr- 
redon.  Argentina  has  not  pledged  lier 
neutra^fy,  the  Korelgn  Minister  added, 
but  is  attempting  to  safeguard  her  own 
interests.  -  Kelalions  with  Germany 
would  be  broken  If  sufficient  cause 
should  arise,  but  as  long  as  Germany 
recognized  the  Argentine  flag  and  re- 
spected the  nation  and  the  people  there 
probably    would    be    no    breach. 

Much  surprise  has  been  occasioned  in 
political  circles  l.ere  by  the  following 
statement,  said  to  have  been  made  by 
the  Foreign  Minister  of  Uruguay  in 
urging  the  Uruguay  Congress  to  break 
onr    relations    with   Germany: 

"Uruguay,  as  a  small  nation  between 
two  great  ones,  must  seek  a  balance  of 
force  to  resist  the  possible  hegemony 
of  Argentina,  with  which  nation  we  still 
have  questions  which  are  not  settled 
definitely.  This  balance  consists  in 
bringing  closer  together  Brazil  and  the 
states  of  our  connection  with  the  great 
states  in  the  present  conflict,  «o  that 
It  win  make  Impossible  an  attack  on 
Uruguayan  sovereignty  without. an  im- 
mediate reverberation  throughout  the 
American  continent." 

The  unsettled  cuiestions  between 
Uruguay  and  Argentina  concern  the 
River  Platte.  Argentina  claims  the 
river  belongs  to  har,  while  Uruguay 
insist*  that  she  owns  one  half.  The 
dispute  Involves  the  ownership  of  the 
Important  island  of  Martingarcia,  now 
held  by  Argentina.

They  may  b# 
conaiderlng  the  meaning  of  the  word 
restltotion,  but  aa  yat  they  have  not 
begun  to  realise  that  reparallou  Is  a 
aina  qua  non  of  peace.  Germany  haa 
commenced  to  reap  tha  whirlwind,  aad 
tha  harveat  sh*  foreaeaa  j^g,  ao  unpalat- 
able that  aha  ta  ready  to  make  all  aorU 
of  overtures  with  a  view  to  bringing 
about  a  peace  which  will  enable  her  to 
insure  that  her  next  hid  for  world 
power  is  mada  wltn  snrer  chances  of 
success.  It  is  against  such  machina- 
tions that  tha  AUiea  muat  guard.  When 
peace  comea  it  muat  come  on  the  baala 
that  there  la  an  lron-l.>ound  guarantee 
that  no  flrst-class  power  will  ever  again 
be  in  a  position  to  defy  civilisation  for 
so  many  years  as  Germany  has  been 
successful  in  doing  during  this  war.

Figures  that  have  juat  been  issued 
from  Ottawa  ahow  the  number  of  enllut- 
menta  there  have  been  during  the  flrst 
^Igbt  months  of  the  year,  together  with 
the  waatage  of  man-power  In  the  ranka 
overaeaa.  The  former  numbered  49,170 
and  the  latter  totalled  91,804.  Thus  It 
will  be  seen  that  while  recruiting  has 
be^n  at  the  rate  of  approximately  6,000 
per  month,  the  wastage  has  been  over 
IjjiOO  fof  the  same  period.  But  even 
this  comparison  does  no(  tell  the  whole 
story.  Of  those  who  enlisted,  only 
17,461  Joined  the  Infantry.  Practically 
all  the  casualtlea  occur  in  this  branch 
of  the  service,  so  that  while  the  wast- 
age has  been  at  the  rate  of  11.000  a, 
month,  the  recruits  Joining  for  work  in 
the  trenches' have  only  numbered  at  tha 
rate  of  slightly  over  2.000  a  month. 
These  figures  show,  more  conclusively 
than  any  yet  publlahed,  the  immediato 
need  for  compulsory  service. 

During  the  month  of  September,  a 
month  not  reckoned  In  the  above  calcu- 
lations, only  3,688  Joined  the  colors.  Of 
these,  1.272  were  recruited  In  the 
United  SUtes,  2,310  in  Canada,  and 
twenty  In  England!  From  this  it  can 
be  seen  that  unless  reinforcements  are 
forthcoming  speedily  under  the  Military 
Service  Act.  the  process  of  attrition 
that  Is  going  on  In  the  Canadian  ranks 
win.  in  the  course  of  time,  make  Gen- 
eral Currle'8  command  ineffective  as  a 
flghting  unit.  And  In  this  respect  there 
has  already  ^een  too  great  delay  in  put- 
ting compulsory  service  into  force.  Wd 
grant  that  there  were  many  arrange- 
ments to  be  perfected,  but  It  is  not  cer- 
Uln  yet  that  the  provision  made  Is  suf- 
flclent  to  Insure  that  from  the  end  of 
January  men  will  be  sent  forward  from 
Canada  at  the  rate  of  10.000  a  month. 
That  number  will  be  required  If  the  four 
divisions  at  the  front  are  to  be  kept  up 
to  strength,  and  as  tho  men  will  have 
to  undergo  further  training,  not  only  in 
Ungland,  but  behind  the  lines.  It  Is 
readily  seen  that  there  cannot  ibo  too 
great  dispatch  In  assembling  them  un- 
der the  draft  aystem. 


Despite  the  food  shortage,  potatoes  In 
England  are  selling  cheaper  than  here, 
for  the  Food  Controller  has  reduced  the 
price  to  two  cents  a  pound.  Here  It 
coats  twenty-flve  cents  for  eleven 
pounda. 


During  this  year  Norway  has  lost  334 
ahlpa.  totalling  &2S.000  tons,  owing  lo 
Germany'a  ruthless  submarine  warfare. 
In  pre-war  days  Norway  ranked  flfth 
among  the  shipping  nations  of  the 
world.      She  still  has  1,860.000  tons. 


Saskatchewan's  population  on  June  1, 
1916.  waa  847,385,  according  to  Domin- 
ion statistical  bulletins  Just  Issued.

I  think  that  no 
greater  stimulus  could  be  given  than 
that  of  publishing  a  report  on  the  Judg- 
ing of  the  different  gardens  and  lota 
ahowing  the  different  numbers  of  points 
won  by  the  different  competltora  and 
what  the  points  were  awarded  for.  X 
think  thia  would  give  the  movement  a 
great  atlmulus,  espectally  would  It  en- 
courage next  year'a  competltora  If  a 
kind  of  acale  waa  drawn  ij-  for  their 
guidance.  Having  had  some  experience 
that  way,  the  usual  plan  was  to  give 
three  points  for  the  moat  useful  vege- 
tables, two  for  the  next  a.nd  one  for  the 
others,  so  many  points  added  or  taken 
away  for  quality  and  so  many  points 
added  for  cleanlineas,  arrangement,  etc. 
I  think  auch  rules  would  create  a  great 
stimulant  and  arouse  a  great  deal  of  in- 
terest in  the  movement,  so  that  next 
year  yet  more  than  ever  would  tAke  up 
vacant  lot  cultivation.

Sir, — Ah 'usual  when  a  public  holiday 
comes  along,  a  notice  on  the  door  of 
tho  Carnegie  Library  announces  the 
closing  of  that  institution  on  the  day 
of  the  holiday. 

It  seema  to  me  that  this  is  a  great 
mistake  and  deprives  a  large  number  of 
people  of  a  privilege  which  should  be 
theirs  by  right.  There  are  hundreds  of 
men  in  the  city  who  would  be  only  too 
glad  of  the  opportunity  of  using  the 
library  on  holidays,  and  particularly  so 
when  a  holiday  ^alls  In  WJnieL or  at  a 
time  of  the  year  like  the  present,  when 
the  weather  Is  so  unsettled.  To  those 
who  live  In  comfortable  homes  of  their 
own  it  may  not  be  of  so  great  im- 
portance whether  the  instim^lon  Is 
closed  or  not,  but  it  Is  a  matter  of 
real  Importance  to  thoae  who  are  only 
living  In  rooms.  What  are  they  to  do 
with  themaelvea  on  a  wet  holiday? 
Where  can  they  go  to  pass  the  day? 
Why  ahould  the  llbracy  be  closed  on 
public  holidays  and  opened  on  Sundays? 
There  are  also  men  who  are  ordinarily 
too  busy  to  be  ajble  to  make  use  of 
th*  library,  but  who  would  be  very  glad 
to  do  BO  on  holidays. 

The  excuse  that  keeping  open  would 
be  a  hardship  on  the  employees  Is  not 
worth  considering.  The  library  Is  a 
public  Institution.  Intended  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  public,  and  not  to  be  run 
merely  In  the  Interests  of  a  few  em- 
ployees. Only  two  persons  are  needed 
to  be  on  duty  on  Sundays,  and  the 
same  would  suffice  for  the  holidays,  as 
the  circulation  department  need  not  be 
open. 

If  tho  library  was  a  money-making 
Inatltutlon  It  would  be  kept  open  with- 
out the  slightest  hesitation.  Saloons 
and  picture  shows  do  not  find  It  neces- 
sary to  close  on  holidays,  but  there  is 
little  else  that  Is  kept  open  for  tha 
benefit  of  the  public  in  this  city,  and 
practically  nothing  Is  provided  for'  those 
whose  tastes  do  not  find  satisfaction  In 
looking  at  "movies"  or  In  passing  their 
time  in  a  saloon,  even  with  such  up-to- 
date  attractions  as  soft  drlfiks  and 
"near  beer." 

I  hope  that  the  Influence  of  Th* 
Colonist  will  be  used  In  the  direction 
of  having  the  Carnegie  Library  kept 
open  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  on 
all    public    holidays.

Tb*r*  mf*  cortala  basal  prtaclplea  in 
agriculture  which  may  be  applied  wher- 
ever farming  la  poaaibla  Many  of  titeao 
can  be  taught  In  class  and  worked  out 
afterwards  In  practice.  The  school  gar- 
den furnishes  a  r*ady  m*an*  for  th* 
demonstration  of  these  principles.  Sure- 
ly, we  are  not  going  to  abuse  It  by  em- 
ploying It  to  emphasise  the  very  phases 
of  the  industry  that  ar*  dlstastoful  to 
tho  normal  boy! 

Parents  send  their  children  to  achool. 
but  we  do  not  aasume  from  It  that  they 
themselves  are  Ignorant.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  know  that  they  appreciate 
that  the  educational  advantages  they 
have  enjoyed  In  Aielr  youth  muat  b* 
shared  In  even  greater  degree  by  their 
off^irlng.  School  gardening  la  not  a 
new  departure,  Juat  originating  In  this 
part  of  Canada.  As  an  educational  and 
industrial  practice  It  boa  become  firmly 
eatabllabed  In  all  the  civilised  eountrlea 
of  the  world.  The  children  of  ktaga 
and  noblemen  throughout  the  older 
countries  of  Europe  are  taught  garden- 
ing as  generally  as  are  the  children  of 
the  peasant  claaaes.  Present  and  future 
world  condltiona  demand  that  more  at- 
tention be  given  to  thia  phaae  of  th* 
child'a  education. 

My  advice  to  the  School  Board  aa  to 
the  preparation  of  the  new  school  gar- 
den sites  waa  to  boeak  the  sod  as  soon 
as  i>08Hible  this  Fall.  Where  the  aoll 
doea  nut  show  a  tendency  to  sourness,' 
I  suggested  discing  immediately  and 
seeding  down  to  a  suitable  cover  crop 
to  prevent  leaching  and  4>uddllng  of  the 
soil.  Otherwise.  I  considered  an  appli- 
cation of  lime  advisable. 

If  any  of  the  gentlemen  who  have 
used  my  name  so  freely  In  their  discus- 
sion of  this  matter  would  suggest  a 
less  expensive  and  at  the  same  time  a 
•  practical  method  of  preparing  auch 
ground  for  use  by  the  pupils  In  the 
Spring.  Instead  of  Indulging  in  hasty 
and  ill-considered  abuse  of  a  public 
nature,  he  would  find  me  very  ready  to 
accept  his  advice  and  might  assist  m* 
materially  in  the  discharge  of  my  work. 
Instead  of  placing  unnecesaary  difflcul- 
tlea  in  the  way.

■ohool'CHurdaa  Work 

Sir. — In  reference  to  the  recent  report 
of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Saanich 
Council,  1  should  like  to  clear  up.  as 
far  as  possible,  the  confusion  and  mis- 
understanding that  must  certainly  arise 
from  the  discussion  which  took  place. 

First,  although  I  am  not  disposed  to 
criticise  the  School  Board  for  their 
appreciation  of  the  importance  of  school 
garden  work,  in  asking  for  such  a  large 
amount  as  they  did.  1  would  state  that 
no  suggestion  of  mine  could  be  inter- 
preted to  mean  that  I  required  such  a 
large  immediate  expenditure  In  connec- 
tion with  the  school ,  garden  work.  In 
fact.  I  made  It  quite  specific  that— 
while  I  was  recommending  certain 
practices  for  their  consideration  In 
response  to  the  Invitation  I  had  re- 
ceived to  attend  their  meeting  and  dis- 
cuss the  matter — I  was  by  no  mear.s 
laying  down  any  arbitrary  rulea  as  to 
the  amount  It  was  necessary  to  expend 
this  Fall  In  order  to  make  school  gar- 
dening In  Saanlch  a  greater  auccess  in 
the  future  tht^  haa  been  ao  far  ob- 
aerved.  I  did  state,  however,  and  I 
think  it  by  no  means  unreasonable,  that 
those  Bchoola  which  as  yet  had  not  in- 
cluded school  gardening  should  com- 
mence this  Fall  If  they  expected  to 
follow  tl)e  work  up  next  Spring  with 
due  success,  as  the  effect  of  trying  to 
raiae  garden  staff  on  improperly  pre- 
pared land  waa  not  only  discouraging 
to  the  children  but  a  very  palpable  ob- 
ject lesson  to  them  and  to  visitors  at 
the  reapectiva  aebools,  demonstrating 
how  perfectly  good  land  may  be  spoiled 
by    mistaken    practice. 

In  regard  to  the  preparation  of  the 
new  sites  by  the  children's  own  efforts, 
the  suggestion  would  atrtk*  any  farmer 
as  being  frivolous.  I  hav*  yet  to  meet 
th*  farmer  who,  with  due*  thought, 
would  consider  such  a  practice  possible, 
let  alone  practical.  The  breaking  of  a 
heavy,  clay  aod — such  as  at  the  pro- 
poaed  Tolmie  site — with  a  apade  (the 
only  available  tool  for  auch  work  which 
could  be  uaed  by  the  puplla)  would 
appeal  to  him  aa  unprofitable  even  when 
don*  by  his  hired  h*lp  on  the  farm. 
What  about  the  utilisation  of  the  re- 
Btrlcted  time  allowed  hta  boy  for  tho 
study  of  agriculture  In  the  schools?  I 
think  the  consensus  of  opinion  among 
farlners  would  corroborate  my  ?>elief 
that  auch  a  practice  would  tw  distinctly 
"amateur."

■oarelty  of  XCaat 

«Tho  Toronto  Globe  points  out  that 
there  are  1,180,000  fewer  cattle,  sheep 
and  RWlne  in  Ontario  than  there  were 
In  1913  and  that  the  decrease  for  all 
Canada  In  the  same  four-year  period 
aggregcttes  1.742,000.  Canada  has  near- 
ly 100.000  fewer  hillkers  than  In  the 
year  before  the  war,  nearly  700,000 
fewer  cattle  of  all  kinds.  119,000  fewer 
sheep  and  935,000  fewer  hogs.  A  simi- 
lar development  has  occurred  In  the 
Unlt<»d  States,  while  the  destruction  of 
livestock  in  Kurope  since  the  war  be- 
gan has  proceeded  on  an  enormoun 
scale.  There  are  not  nearly  enough  ani- 
mals In  the  wofld  today  to  keep  tha 
people  supplied  With  food.  The  worst 
feature  of  the  situation  Is  that  there 
seems  to  be  little  prospect  of  Improve- 
ment no  long  as  scarcity  of  feed,  lack 
of  labor  and  an  abnormal  demand  for 
strong  food  for  the  armies  conspire  to 
draw  upon  the  remaining  herds  and 
flocks.  The  facts  here  cited  are  auf- 
ficlent  to  explain  the  high  prices  of 
meats  even  if  there  were  no  middlemen 
to  get  their  living  from  the  work  bf 
distribution.  The  lesson  for  the  (Can- 
adian agriculturist  is  that  there  la  and 
will  long  be  a  great  deal  of  money  In 
the  raising  of  livestock  of  all  kinda.

Big  headlines  have  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  certain  concerns  across 
the  line  have  decided  not  to  aerve  young 
and   Immature  animala  at  table. 

But  very  little  publicity,  if  any,  ha* 
been  given  to  the  fact  that  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  Company  haa  had 
a  very  Interesting  footnote  on  their 
menu  card  for  some  time.  It  reads  aa 
follows: 

"In  the  Interest  of  food  conservation, 
young  Spring  lambs,  aquabs.  chickens, 
little  pigs,  and  their  by-products,  are 
not   used    In   the   C.P.R.   eerrlce." 

It  must  have  required  aome  grit,  aa 
w^ell  as  a  full  sense  of  duty,  for  an  in- 
stitution which  inoludea  such  hetela 
and  restaurants  as  are  found  on  that 
railway,  to  put  such  a  memorandum  bo- 
fore  their  high-claaa  patrons.  But  It 
haa  been  done,  and  Its  moral  effect  has 
been  wider  than  the  actual  waatage 
that  has  been  aaved.  Thoae  who  have 
read  the  notice,  have.  In  aomc  caa**  at 
all  events,  followed  the  good  axampi* 
of  the  railway,  and  hare  given  up  pur- 
chasing any  of  th*  Imnsatur*  anloial 
food.  , 

If  the  Food  Ck>ntroller  would  'pro* 
hibit  the  sale,  o-  use  of  those  young 
animala.  It  would  be  another  meana  of 
food  economy. — CanadUn  Municipal 
Journal.

German  plans  for  a  quick  and  not  coat- 
ly  military^  victory  In  Kurope.  Great 
Britain  upset  these  plana  by  entering 
the  war,  and  by  aea  power  alone  re- 
versed the  conditions  which  Germany 
hoped  would  prevail.  German,  not 
I*'rench  ports,  wbre  blockaded.  Germany, 
not  France,  waa  thrown  hack  upon  her- 
self and  forced  to  rely  upon  intennlve 
interior  development  of  materials  and 
manufacture.  France  wa«  saved  by  the 
Brltlah  fleet,  and  the  Germane  recogniz- 
ed it  by  hating  the  Brltlah  in  a  feroci- 
ous ecstasy. — Chicago  Tribune.

Anything  Ilk* 
a  conspiracy  to  aittract  fortunes  from 
war  needs  will  lead  to  a  sharp  and 
radical  punishment.  A  Llrtcofnahlr* 
farmer  haa  just  been  fined  16.600  (nome- 
thlnfc  over  the  amount  of  his  Illegal 
profits)  and  also  C2&0  costs.  Th*  na- 
tion (and  this  Is  every  hit  as  true  of 
the  middle  class  as  of  the  wage-earn- 
ers) la  In  no  mood  patiently  to  submit 
to  the  obstinate  profiteer.  We  should 
regard  any  scheme  of  state  farming 
with  suaplclon  and  dislike.  But  th*  na- 
tion must  be  fed.  If  the  farmer  will 
not  feed  the  nation  It  will  feed  Itself.—

"Members  of  Reichstag  Not 
Wholly  Satisfied  With  Dr. 
Michaelis'  Statements  Re- 
garding Party  Propaganda, 


AMSTERDAM.  Oct.  t.  —  ChanceUor 
MIchaella.  ta  aa  address  to  the  main 
committee  of  the  Oermaa  Reiehatas 
yesterday,  aa  reported  ia  Berlin  dle- 
patcbea,  replied  to  the  charge  that  oMt- 
clais  had  undertaken  propaganda  work 
for  the  new  Fatherland  Party,  which 
la  carrying  on  a  movement  In  favor  of 
a  "German  peace."  The  Chancellor  laid 
down  the  principle,  which  applies  to 
Prussian  offlcials  as  well  as  those  con- 
nected with  the  Imperial  Government, 
that  all  are  free  In  their  polltloal  opln- 
tott  and  are  permitted  to  belong  to  any 
party  ao  long  aa  the  Empire  la  not  en- 
dangered thereby. 

In  their  political  activities  offlolala 
abould  observe  reticence  so  that  the 
public  may  not  lose  faith  In  their  Im- 
partiality, he  aald.  To  force  or  Indace 
•ubordlnatlon  to  adopt  an  attitude  ta 
favor  of  any  party,  the  Chancellor  con- 
tinued, would  be  to  abuse  ofllclal  posi- 
tions. This  will  not  be  permitted,  the 
Chancellor  said,  and  obedience  to  this 
principle  will  be  enforced  In  cases 
brought  to  his  attention. 

After  the  Chancellor's  speech  the  com- 
mittee adopted  a  supplementary  budget 
for  the  ofllce  of  Vice-Chancellor,  only 
the  Social  Democrats  voting  against  It. 
Antaronistlo  Vropagaaaa 

"The  governments  of  the  federal 
states  are  endeavoring  to  regard  all  po> 
litical  leanings  with  complete  objectlve- 
ness,  and  to  do  full  Justice  to  every  po- 
litical opinion,"  said  th'e  Chancellor. 
"I  adopt  this  attitude  because  I  am  con- 
vinced that  every  political  party  hon- 
estly desires  to  do  Its  best  for  the  com- 
mon weal.  It  la  to  be  greatly  regretted 
that  this  mutual  faith  should  have  been 
pushed  Into  the  )»%ekgi>eund  in  the 
course  of  the  controversy  In  the  last 
few  weeks,  and  that  mutually  antagon- 
istic forms  of  propaganda  should  have 
been  the  result. 

"Every  German  readily  and  gladly 
makes  the  sacrifice  of  blood  and  treas- 
ure demanded  from  htm.  I  believe  that 
among  us  there  is  hardly  anyone  who, 
remembering  what  hit  has  had  to  give 
up,  does  not  gulp  down  his  grief  with 
the  reflection  that  It  had  to  be." 

The  ChanccitSr  pointed  out  that  Ger- 
many's opponents  also  are  compelled  to 
make  aacrlflcea,  and  said  that  If  thla 
were  kept  in  mind,  the  agitation  which 
had  made  Its  appearance  should  become 
Impossible. 

Lleut.-General  Stein,  Prussian  War 
Minister,  said  there  was  no  intention  of 
putting  politics  into  the  army,  but  that 
on  the  contrary,  it  was  Intended  to  pre- 
vent this  and  that  any  attempt  of  pro- 
paganda in  behalf  of  any  party  had 
been  prohibited. 

afoMom  Is  nefeated 

George  I,edebour,  the  Socialist-Demo- 
crat leader,  expressed  dissatisfaction 
with  the  Chancellor's  statement  and 
held  to  his  vote  of  want  of  confidence, 
while  a  Conservative  member  com- 
plained that  the  Chancellor  had  not 
mentioned  the  supplementary  estimate 
that  had  been  referred,  back  to  commit- 
tee and  was  the  sole  matter  at  laaue. 

Chancellor  Michaells,  replying,  said 
that  only  Ave  cases  of  minor  Impor- 
tance of  higher  oincers  influencing  the 
lower  ranks  in  favor  of  the  Fatherland 
Party  had  come  to  the  Government's 
knowledge,  and  that  the  necessary  ac- 
tion would  be  taken.  It  was  not  to 
be  denied  that  the  enemy  command  con- 
cerned Itself  with  a  comprehensive  plan 
of  propaganda  to  provide  mental  stim- 
ulus and  arouse  knowledge  of  life  and 
economic  conditions  in  the  fatherland. 
It  was  desirous  to  keep  politics  out  of 
the  army,  but  mistakes  were  Inevitable. 
If  politics  were  kept  out  of  the  army.  It 
^as  natural  that  criticism  in  the  army 
of  the  reply  to  the  Pope's  peace  note 
would  be  inadmissible. 

The  motion  to  abolish  the  propaganda 
service,  introduced  by  the  Independent 
Socialists,  was  defeated  and  the  supple- 
mentary estimates  for  the  officers  of  the 
Vice-chancellor  were  adopted  without 
alteration. 


inrrlvors  Ttom  TorpedeeA  SUv 
AN  ATLANTIC  PORT,  Oct.  9.— With 
41  members  of  the  Ill-fated  steamship 
Wllmore,  torpedoed  by  a  submarine  in 
European  waters  some  time  ago,  an 
American  ship  arrived  on  Sunday  from 
Genoa,  Italy.  It  Is  said  that  the  vessel 
sighted  several  submarines  while  tra- 
versing the  war  sone.  and  that  her  naval 
gunners  shelled  the  imderseas  boats, 
with  the  result  that  after  a  few  at- 
tempts  they  scattered   and  withdrew.

NEW  YORK.  Oct.  ».— Arthur  F. 
Thane,  of  the  firm  of  A.  F.  Thane  * 
(Company,  of  Ban  Francisco,  has  been 
named  by  the  British  Mission  in  the 
United  States  as  purchasing  agent  for 
the  British  Government  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  of  all  lumber,  aeronautical  ma- 
terial and  supplies.  It  was  announced 
here  last  night  Mr.  Thane  also  will 
have  supervision  of  all  shipping  from 
Pacific  Coast  points  for  the  British 
Government.

Destroyers  and  Submarines  Hit 
and  Depots  and  Storehouses 
Set  on  Fire  —  All  Airships 
Returned  in  Safety. 


WASHINGTON.  Oct  t.— Otont  Ca- 
proni  aeroplanes  rained  bombs  last  night 
upon  the  great  Austrian  naval  base  at 
Cattaro,  atarting  fire*  among  the  build- 
ings in  the  navy  yard  and  caustag  dam- 
age to  Austrian  ships  In  the  harbor. 
The  Austrlans  met  the  aetack  with  the 
ytmost  vigor,  but  were  oinable  to  drive 
ctf  the  aeroplanes  until  nearly  dayllglU, 
when  the  Italians  withdrew  without  loss 
to  their  own  base.         « 

Advices  received  here  from  Rome  in- 
dicate that  the  Italian  attack  was  plan- 
ned to  foresuil  an  Austrian  naval  de- 
monstration being  organised  at  Cattaro 
and  Pola.  The  aquadron  atarted  from 
its  baae  330  kllometrea  across  the  Adri- 
atic Sea.  Gabrlele  d'Annunxio,  the  Ital- 
ian poet,  who  has  attained  distinction 
aa  one  of  the  most  daring  aviators  in 
the  war,  waa  te  command  of  one  o/the 
aeroplanes.  ^-  *~  - 

The  aquadron  'arrived  at  midnight 
over  Cattaro,  flying  at  12,000  feet.  The 
planea  descended  until  they  were  only 
a  few  hundred  feet  over  the  harbor  and 
began  to  drop  bombs  on  the  Austrian 
deatroyers  and  submarlnea  in  the  bay, 
many  of  which  were  seen  to  be  hit.  as 
fires  were  observed  to  break  out.  Mean- 
while other  Italian  planes  were  boml>- 
Ing  the  naval  depots  and  atorehouses 
aahore  and  aeveral  fires  were  observed. 
Several  of  the  Italian  planes  were  rid- 
dled In  their  wings  with  shrapnel  and 
machine  gun  bullets,  but  were  not  seri- 
ously damaged.

In  the 
Interests  of  food  conservation  it  Is 
likely  that  grain  for  this  purpose  will 
be  prohibited.  If  what  la  now  pro- 
posed Is  given  effect,  not  only  will  the 
\lse  of  grain  for  the  full  strength  beer 
be  stopped,  but  also  for  the  mild  or  so- 
called  temperance  variety.

MISTAKEN  FOR 
ALLEGED  FORGER 


Mr.  A.  P.  'Macaulay,  Toronto 
'Mining  Engineer,  Kept  in 
Custody  for  Nine  'Months — 
His  Health  Ruined, 


NEW  YORK,  Oct  ». — A  case  of  mis- 
taken identity  that  cost  Its  victim  9&0,- 
000  and  shattered  bia  health  in  a  nine 
months'  fight  to  set  himself  rlsht,  waa 
brought  to  light  here  today  when,  at 
the  request  of  the  District  Attorney,  an 
Indictment  charging  forgery  against 
Alexander  P.  Macaulay,  a  wealthy  min- 
ing engineer,  of  Toronto,  Ont.,  was  or- 
dered dismissed  by  the  court. 

It  was  brought  out  that  Macaulay  had 
been  erroneously  arrested  in  St  Louis 
on  December  30,  1916,  In 'the  belief  that 
^e  was  "Christmaa  Keough,"  known  to 
the  police  as  an  alleged  forger  of  trav- 
ellers' cheques.  It  waa  Keough's  prac- 
tice, according  to  the  police,  to  pass 
those  cheques  on  Jewellery  dealers  In 
the  Christmaa  shopping  season,  and  it 
was  the  positive  way  In  which  ahop- 
keepers  Identified  Macaulay  when  he 
was  brought  here  as  the  man  who  had 
victimised  them  In  that  way  ihat  led  to 
his  protracted  fight  to  clear  himself. 

Keough,  the  police  say,  is  still  at 
large,  having*  eluded  all  efforts  to  catch 
him  for  several  years,  and  it  was  his 
resumption  of  swindling  operations 
while  Macaulay  lay  ill  from  his  experi- 
ences that  brought  about  the  investiga- 
tion   resulting   In    today's   action. 

In  moving  for  dismissal,  the  District 
Attorney's  representative  expressed  re- 
gret, which,' he  said,  "could  not  equal 
the  humiliation  and  the  suffering  of 
Mr.  Macaulay,  to  whom  the  Judge  also 
expressed   his   regrets.

Business. Men  to  Pass  J;jdg- 
ment  on  Matter  at  Board  of 
Trade  —  Contentions  Are 
Still  Varied.

STATE  TWEW  VIEWS 


Some  Claim  Saturday  Closing 
Has  Harmed '  Victoria  Busi- 
ness—Would Repeal  Act 
Than  Substitute  Wednesday 


Having  undergone  a  twelve  months' 
tryout,  the  Saturday  half-holiday  prin- 
ciple and  all  that  it  Involves  la  now  to 
have  flnal  Judgment  pasted  upon  It  by 
Victoria's  business  men. 

At  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Thursday 
morning,  next  week,  the  lid  will  be  lift- 
ed  from  the  old  controversy  as  to 
whether,  in  the  interests  of  trade  ai|d 
the  general  public,  the  weekly  half-hol- 
iday should  be  continued  or  abolished. 
As  the  situation  was  a  year  ago.  wi^ly 
divergent  views  are  still  held  on  the 
subject,  and  there  is  likely  to  be  some 
warm  debating  at  the  Board  of  Trade 
meeting.  It  is  possible  that  some  com- 
promise scheme  may  be  devised  to  cut 
out  evening  shopping  altogether  and 
make  other  special  provisions,  but  the 
fight  is  likely  to  be  waged  between 
those  who  want  no  holiday  at  all. 

No  one  seems  to  favor  substituting 
another  day  for  Saturday;  but  the  in- 
dications are  that  the  greatest  force 
of  local  opinion,  including  that  of  mer- 
chants and  the  buying  public  at  large, 
4»U|  support  the  repeal— of — ♦!♦«  Half- 
Uqliday  Act  entirely,  thus  reverting  to 
the  eld  optional  plan  and  leaving  the 
matter  of  granting  holidays  strictly  up 
to  <h€  employer  himself. 

Bstaxda  BiulBsas  Frogrsas 

'the  C^nist  yesterday  ascertained 
tho  views  of  several  representative  men 
on  the  half-holiday  Issue,  An  analysis 
would  show  that  the  people  not  actual- 
ly affected  by  the  act  are  against  it, 
on  the  grounds  that  it  is  retarding  the 
city's  commercial  progress  and  incon- 
veniencing the  public.  Butchers  are  a 
unit  in  condemning  the  Saturday  half- 
holiday.  Drygoods  men  and  sellers  of 
non-perishable  goods  would  strongly  op- 
pose the  substitution  of  Wednesday,  but 
contend  that  there  Is  no  reason  for  a 
general  holiday  at  all.  Grocers  and 
produce  merchants  would  stand  up  for 
Saturday  in  preference  to  any  other  day 
of  the  week,  but  maintain  that  holiday- 
giving  should  rest  with  the  individual 
employers. 

Business  men  who  are  not  personally 
affected,  but  who  have  only  the  city's 
welfare  under  consideration,  believe  that 
the  Saturday  half-holiday  has  done 
Vlcft)rla  tremendous  harm  commerci- 
ally.

"Victoria  may  be  considered  as  the 
hub  of  the  wheel,  the  spokes  leading  to 
Seattle.  Tacoma.  Vancouver.  Manaimo 
and  other  points,"  said  Mr.  .John  Coch- 
rane. "That  condition  gives  Victoria 
a  natural  claim  to  being  a  week-end 
businosH  centre.  It  has  the  situation, 
the  climate,  hotels,  roads  and  stores. 
Vancouver  Island  is  growing  In  popular- 
ity as  a  week-end  resort,  and  the  tour- 
ists who  come  here  are  ready  to  spend 
money.  Tet,  on  their  arrival  here  they 
And  the  stores  closed.  It  Is  a  crime 
that   such  should   be   the  case. 

"Being  a  druggist,  my  store  Is  open 
on  Saturday  afternoons  and  I  am  able 
to  notice  things  that  those  who  are 
holiday-making  cannot.  I  would  hate  to 
repeat  what  some '  Saturday  afternoon 
visitors  have  said  about  Victoria  on  ac- 
count of  the  holiday.  There  is  no  use 
In  putting  up  an  expensive  publicity 
campalgn'to  bring  tourists  here  unless 
we  open  our  stores  to  them." 

mmtaxtMif  &oglo«l  SbopplBg  nay 
•  Mr.  Lawrence  Ooodacre.  of  L.  Good- 
acre  ft  Sons,  butchers,  has  lived  here  51 
years,  and  by  this  time  knows  some- 
thing of  the  psychology  of  Victoria 
buyers.  "The  people  have  got  them- 
selves into  a  groove  to  do  their  shop- 
ping on  Saturday,  and  you  can't  get 
them  out  of  it."  he  contends.  "And  Sat- 
urday is  the  only  logical,  natural  day  to 
do  shopping.  People  don't  like  buying 
meat  on  Friday  to  keep  over  until  Sun- 
day evening.  Saturday  is  usually  pay- 
day, and  by  the  time  Friday  rolls 
around  there  Isn't  always  a  great  deal 
left  for  provisioning  the  household  over 
the   week-end. 

"Since  the  Saturday  half-holiday  cams 
Into  effect,  we  have  been  steadily  losing 
money.  Butchers  tiave  been  allowed  to 
leave  the  doors  open  Saturday  afternoon, 
ibut  the  people  will  not  make  special 
trips  to  the  city  solely  to  buy  meat. 
All  our  customers  are  against  It.  You 
simply  can't  turn  Saturday  into  Friday." 
Paymoato  Xiag  BoklBd 
Ml*.  Beaumont  Boggs,  whose  real  es- 
tate and  flnandal  office  does  not  come 
within  the  acope  of  the  act.  will  be  one 
of  tb«  principal  supporters  of  the  move 
to  repeal  the  Half-Uoliday  law.  "We 
are  out  to  orln  the  war,"  be  declared 
yesterday,  "and  anything  such  as  a  gen- 
eral hair-<iollday  every  week  Is  bound 
to  injure  business  and  indirectly  pro- 
long the  struggle.  When  the  stores 
were  o{ffcn  Saturday  night,  people  often 
chose  that  time  to  pay  up  little  nnanrtat 
obligations,  such  as  payments  oh  pro- 
perty and  instMrance.  and  financial  offices 
used  to  stay  open  for  that  purpose. 
These  people  are  now  lagging  behind  In 
their  payments.  It  la  absurd  to  con- 
ceive of  a  weekly  half-holiday  being 
necessary  in  Winter."

WILL  BE  CALLED  TO 
COLORS  DECEMe  10 

Drastic  Punishment  Will  be 
Meted  Out  to  Offenders 
Against  Provisions  of  the 
Draft  Act. 


OTT.WVA,  Oct.  ». — ^The  flrst  men 
drafted  under  the  Military  Service  Act 
will  not  actually  be  called  to  the  colors 
tin  December  10.  That  date  has  been 
flxed  to  place  all  men  called  on  an  ab- 
solute basis  of  equality.  By  then  all 
the  exemption  boards  must  have  their 
work  completed  and  the  man  who  ap- 
plies for  exemption  thus  will  gain  no 
time  as  compared  with  the  man  who  re- 
ports for  service  without  making  any 
such  cla*m.  There  will  be  no  possi- 
bility of  claiming  exemption  for  the 
purpose  of  delay. 


DUNCAN,  Oct.  ».— The  necessity  for 
compalling  members  of  all  municipali- 
ties in  British  Columbia  to  take  an  oath 
of  allegiance  to  tho  Allies  as  against 
the  Central  Powers,  and  expressing  de- 
termination to  do  everything  to  bring 
a4>out  an  Allied  victory,  is  one  of  tha 
questions  to  be  discussed  by  the  ninety 
delegates  to  tho  thirteenth  annual  con- 
vention of  tho  Union  of  B.C.  Munici- 
palities that  opens  in  Odd  Fallows'  Hall 
here  at  noon  tomorrow.  Fifty  delegates 
from  all  the  ImporUnt  municipalities 
In  the  Province  are  here  tonight,  at- 
tending the  Good  Koads  Convention  and 
awaiting  the  opening  of  the  Municipali- 
ties Convention.  Nearly  anbther  half 
,  hundred  delegates  are  expected  from  tho 
Mainland   In   the  morning. 

From  Victoria  there  are  Mayor  Todd. 
Aldermen  Christie  and  Cameron  and 
Mir.  F.  A.  McDlarmld.  solicitor  for  the 
union.  City  Solicitor  Uannington  will 
arrive  tomorrow.  Alderman  Gale  is 
representing  Vancouver.  Keeve  Bor- 
den, Councillor  Dlggon  and  Municipal 
Clerk  Cowper  form  the  Haunlch  contin- 
gent. nepresentati\es  arc  coming  from 
Oak   Bay  and   KKquimalt. 

Solicitor  McDlarmld  has  passed  for 
presentation  to  the  convention  a  reso- 
lution that  legislation  should  be  passed 
to  allow  wives  at  home  to  east  the  votes 
in  the  municipal  elections  of  their  sol- 
dier husbands  who  arc  serving  overseati. 
Another  question  submitted  by  the  soli- 
citor concerns  the  necessity  for  the 
amendment  of  tho  Trustees  Act  to  au- 
thorize the  Investment  of  trust  funds  in 
tHe  debentures  of  B.C.  municipalities. 
Moving  the  annual  municipal  election 
dates  one  month  ahead  from  January  to 
December  will  be  discussed.  Considera- 
tion   will  again   be   given    to   last    yesr's 


The  proclamation  which  will  be  pub- 
lished broadcast  next  Saturday  calling 
out  the  flrst  class  of  men  provides  that: 

Every  man  within  the  class  called  out 
either  must  report  for  service  or  claim 
exemption    on    or    before    November    10. 

The  exemption  tribunals  will  begin 
their  work  on  November  8  and  must 
complete  It  by  December  10,  which  is 
the  earliest  date  on  which  any  man  will 
actually   be  called   to   the  colors. 

Regulations  will  be  published  con- 
currently with  the  proclamation  con- 
taining some  stringent  provisions.  Se- 
vere p«;naltieH  are  provided  for  bribery 
or  attempted  bribery.  Any  person 
found  guilty  of  attempting  to  bribe  any 
member  of  an  exemption  board  or 
medical  board  or  a  military  repre- 
sentative will  be  liable  to  a  term  of  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  Ave  years  and 
not  less  than  one  year.  Only  im- 
prisonment is  provided.  There  is  no 
fine. 

There  also  are  regulations  of  special 
Importance  to  employers.  In  certain 
quarters  the  fear  has  been  expressed 
that  unscrupulous  employers  might  at- 
tempt to  take  advantage  of  the  Act  to 
bring  down  wages,  or,  similarly,  em- 
ployees might  offer  to  work  for  less 
wages  conditionally  on  the  employer 
claiming  exemption  for  the  men.  In 
the  regulations  such  action  will  be  an 
offence  punishable  by  a  flne  not  ex- 
ceeding $1,000  and  not  less  than  |100  or 
Imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months. 
Any  employer  who  enters  Into  any 
agreement  with  an  employee  will  be 
guilty  of  an  offence  punishable  as  in- 
dicated. 

Penalties  also  are  provided  for  any 
employer  who  knowingly  retains  in  his 
employment  any  man  In  the  class  cal- 
led up  who  has  not,  on  or  before 
November  1.  elth' ,  reported  for  service 
or  claimed  exemption. 

Passports 

WLVNIPfX},  Oct.  9.— No  one  Included 
In  the  flrst  class  of  recruits  under  the 
.Military  Service  Act  will  be  able  to 
.secure  a  passport  to  leave  Canada  un- 
less he  has  been  rejected  or  secured 
leave  of  absence  from  the  military 
authorities,  after  the  class  has  been 
called   upon  to  report. 

J.  Bruce  Walker,  commissioner  of 
Immigration,  has  received  a  copy  of  an 
oredr-ln-councll  which  provides  for  this 
change  In  the  existing  passport  regu- 
lations. The  same  conditions  will  ap- 
ply to  other  classes  as  they  are  called 
up,  military  permission  being  necessary 
with  every  application  for  a  passport.

MUNICIPMIES  WILL 


URGE  MANY  CHANGES 

Ninety  Delegates  to  B.C.  Union 
to  Begin  Sessions  at  Duncan 
Today— Good  Roads  Con- 
vention Meets, 


proposal  of  Mayor  Gray,  of  New  West- 
minster, and  Mayor  McBcath,  of  Van- 
couver, that  the  Provincial  Government 
construct  and  equip  a  building  at  Tran- 
qullle  for  the  treatment  of  advanced 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  that  the  Govern- 
ment take  over  and  operate  the  present 
Tranqullie  sanitarium,  and  that  the  Do- 
minion Government  be  requested  to  pay 
for  the  treatment  of  all  tuberculosis 
cases  that  have  not  resided  In  the  Prov- 
ince at  least  one  year.  The  municipal 
convention  will  discuss  and  likely  en- 
dorse the  resolution  of  the  Good  Koads 
League  here  today  calling  for  a  change 
in  the  rule  of  the  road  in  B.C.  to  com- 
pel vehicles  to  pass  on  the  right  Instead 
of  the  left,  In  keeping  with  the  custom 
In  other  parts  of  Canada  and  the 
United  States. 

QoosUoBS  to  Sa  IMsonsaad 

Perhaps  the  chief  question  will  be  the 
necessity  for  the  complete  revision  of 
the  Municipal  Vet,  which  has  been 
amended  so  much  that  many  clauses 
now  conflict.  The  revision  would  cost 
some  $6,000.  Mr.  McDlarmld  Is  pre- 
paring a  special  resolution  on  this  to- 
,nlght. 

That  all  auto  licences  should  go  to 
the  city  or  district  in  which  the  owner 
of  the  car  resides  and  not  to  the  Provin- 
cial Government  is  the  radical  change 
that  Salmon  Arm  le  asking  the  conven- 
tion to  endorse. 

Pcachland  district  Is  asking  the  Union 
to  help  It  out  against  the  threat  of  Sir 
Charles  Tupper  to  upset  the  whole  as- 
sessment of  the  district  on  the  ground 
that  It  is  fraudulent  and  above  the  ac- 
tual value  of  the  land,  because  of  what 
he  considers  the  ovar-asyessment  of  his 
property  there. 

Albernl  is  complaining  about  "the 
extreme  difficulty  at  present  experienced 
by  the  various  municipal -assessors  in 
searching  the  records  of  the  Land 
Keglstry  Office  for  transfers  of  land  and 
any  registered  charges  there  may  be, 
owing  to  the  extremely  Intricate  sys- 
tem at  present   in  vogue." 

Fernie  wishing  to  establish  a  free  li- 
brary flnds  that  tho  Municipal  Act  al- 
lows of  the  levying  of  only  one-half  a 
mill  for  its  maintenance,  but  flnda  that 
the  proper  maintenance  of  the  library 
would  require  a  levy  of  one  mill.  Until 
the  Municipal  Act  Is  amended  Fernie 
sees  no  possibility  of  establishing  a  free 
library. 

In  connection  with  the  development 
of  irrigation  systems  in  the  Okanagaiv 
Pentlcton  Is  asking  that  the  Provincial 
Government  appoint  a  fully  qualifled 
consulting  engineer  of  irrigation  to 
whom  water  users  may  apply  for  ad- 
vice. 

Badioal  Tzoposals 

South  Vancouver  has  some  radical 
proposals  for  the  extension  of  municipal 
powers.  Here  Is  what  that  munic.pallty 
wants:  Power  to  fix  a  standard  weight 
of  bread,  the  Government  to  take  over 
and  maintain  trunk  roads,  councils  be- 
ing given  more  power  over  school  ex- 
penditures, insurance  companies  to  be 
obliged  to  pay  a  percentage  of  the  up- 
keep of  Are  departments,  water  rates 
to  be  made  a  special  charge  against  ail 
land,  and  that  every  councillor  take  an 
oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Allies  s 
against  the  Central  Powers,  expressing 
bis  determination  to  dn  everything  in 
his  power  to  bring  about  an  Allied  vic- 
tory. 

North  Cowlchan  wants  a  system  of 
municipal  lirisurance  throughout  the 
Province  for  municipal  propeirtleil  and  a 
new  municipal  act. 

North  Vancouver  believes  that  the 
present  high  prices  of  foods  might  bo 
combatted  by  municipal Itles  being  given 
the  power  to  carry  on  business  as  retail 
.and  wholesale  traders  In  all  branches  pf 
trade. 

"Now  that  conscription  Is  In  force, 
can  anyone  Joining  up  be  claasod  aa  a 
volunteer  and  coma  under  the  beneflts 
of  the  War  Relief  ActT'  aaka  Point 
Grey.

Provision  Is  made  for  the  co-operation 
of  automobile  clubs  and  similar  organ- 
laatlons,  the  leacue  to  be  Incorporated 
under  the  benevolent  societies  act.  The 
first  permanent  officers  were  elected 
just  before  the  close  of  the  Convention 
late  tonight  as  follows:  President.  A. 
W.  A.  McKenile,  Reeve  of  Pentlcton;

mpUt  Orer  Boatoa 

After  a  long  discussion  over  the  re- 
apActive  advantttges  of  th«  Hops-Prince- 
ton and  the  Old  Cariboo  roada  across 
the  Mountains  to  connect  up  the  Cana- 
dian highway,  it  was  realize^  that  the 
convention  could  not  come  to  agree  on 
either  route.  The  resolutions  commit- 
tee was  sent  out  again  and  returned 
with  the  following,  which  was  passed

He 
fiaid,  however,  he  would  be  satisfied 
With  the  decision  of  the  Government 
cngtnecrii  as  to  the  better  route.  The 
greatest  calamity  the  Province  has  met 
with  is  the  destruction  of  this  old  his- 
toric Cariboo  highway)  said  Alderman 
Johnstoaa.  i*v  -  «i 

Mr.  Joseph  Walters,  M.  P.  P.,  of  Mer- 
rltt,  said  he  did  not  want  fo  disparage 
the  Hope-Princeton  road  that  is  now 
overgrown.  He  Raid  that  rond  would 
drive  tourists  down  towards  the  boun- 
dary of  the  Ignited  8tatc»>,  while  the 
Yale  roa4  would  tal<e  them  through 
Kamloops.  Ashcroft,  and  the  Nicola 
,  valley.  To  complete  the  "Frascr  canyon 
road,  he  said,  would  cost  |260,000.  The 
highest  point  on  this  road  would  be  800 
feet,  with  practically  a  water  level 
route  most  of  the  war.  "There  is  no 
nupstion  that  the  proper  route  is  over 
the  Hope  Mountains,"  said  Mayor  Todd, 
of  Victoria.  "It  has  the  advantage  dur- 
ing the  Summer  season  of  being  the 
shortest  and  most  direct. 

Wui«  Boad  Bale  Ohaaffed 

The  convention  unanimously  decided 
to  urge  the  change  in  the  rule  of  the 
road  in  British  Columbia  to  malce  It 
conform  to  the  custom  in  other  parts 
of  Canada  and  the  United  Stateii  of 
passing  to  the  right.  The  chief  reasons 
for  the  move  given  in  the  resolution 
w'ere  the  number  of  accidents  attrib- 
utable to  the  conflict  between  visiting 
motorists  with  the  local  customs  and 
the  Inconvenience  caused  thousands  of 
visiting  motorists  from  other  parts  of 
the  continent.  It  was  explained  that 
the  only  objection  to  the  change  came 
from  the  B.  C.  Electric  Company.  It 
would  cost  the  company  nearly  $200,000

The  U>ague  will  bring  to  Ottawa  the 
necessity  of  Federal  Anaactal  assistance 
to  the  Provincial  Governments  to  secure 
the  linking  up  of  the  Canadian  natioaal 
highway  from  Cape  Scott,  at  the  north 
of  Vaaoouver  Islaad.  through  to  Olaoo 
Bay.  N.«. 

Co-oporation  with  the  Pnciflc  North- 
west Tourist  Association  was  endorsed 
with  regard  to  the  preparation  and  pub- 
lication of  detailed  highway  maps  for 
the  whole  of  the  Coast.  Alderman  Gal^, 
of  Vaaoouver,  fathered  the  proposal  to 
suggest  Jto  the  Domialon  Government 
the  employment  of  interned  aliens  oif* 
buinilng  and  maintaining  the  main 
roads  la ,  this  as  In  other  Provinces. 
"It  only  requires  a  little  unravelling  of 
red  tape  at  Ottawa,"  said  Alderman 
Gale. 

The  Provincial  Government  will  be 
urged  to  take  Immediate  steps  to  have 
the  highway  from  Vancouver  south  to 
the  international  boundary  at  Blaine 
hard  surfaced.  Vancouver  delegates 
ciaid  the  road  wjas  a  disgrace  to  this 
country.  .  "It  used  to  be  the  best  road 
in  British  Columbia,"  said  Alderman 
Johnston,  of  New  Westminster.  "It 
used  to  be  easy,  if  no  police  ofllcer  were 
looking,  to  go  forty  miles  an  hour 
o\er   it." 

^'How  do  you  know?"  asked  Alderman 
Gale.  "I  have  done  It."  replied  Alder- 
man Johnston.  "You  can't  do  it  with 
your  car.  but  you  can  with  a  good  cdr." 
"The  Government  either  does  not  know 
how  to  build  roads  or  builds  them  with 
the  object  of  giving  employment  to 
many  men  to  keep  them  repaired,"  Al- 
derman Johnston  went  on.  "The  time 
has  come  when  British  Columbia  must 
maintain  her  reputation  for  good  roads," 
said  Alderman  Gale. 

Qaakoe  Takaa  &«ad 

Mayor  -Todd  read  a  letter  from  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Tessier,  Minister  of  Roads  of 
Quebec,  to  Mr.  George  McGregor,  presi- 
dent of  the*  Island  Automobile  Associa- 
tion, endorsing  the  national  highway 
propo<rd}  for  the  development  of  the 
country.  Mayor  Todd  declared  that 
Quebec  is  easily  in  the  lead  of  all  Prov- 
inces in  the  matter  of  good  roads.  Mr. 
F.  V.  Wardle,  Dominion  Government 
highways  engineer  at  Banff,  said  that 
the  parks  branch  would  do  its  best  to 
connect  all  national  parks  with  the 
trunk  thoroughfares,  "as  the  policy  of 
"^iht!  parks  is  to  get  as  many  visitors  as 
possible."  He  declared  60,000  persons 
visited  Banff  last  year  and  each  person 
left  at  least  $20.jor  more  than  |1. 000.000 
at  that  one  place.  The  convention  con- 
cluded at  11:15  o'clock,  to  meet  next 
year  at  the  call  of  the  directors,  most 
likely  at  the  same  time  and  place  a's  the 
Union  of  British  Columbia  Municipal- 
ities. 

That  the  convention  should  take  some 
action  towards  having  the  rule  of  the 
road  changed  in  British  Columbia  was 
the  assertion  of  Alderman  O'Neill,  of 
■Duncan. 

"I  hope  to  see  some  day  that  the  rule 
in  British  Columbia  is  changed  to  con- 
form to  the  custom  of  the  rest  of  the 
country."  he  said.

There  were  also  scenes  showing 
herds  of  elk  and  mountain  sheep  taken 
from  motor  cars  on  the  road. 

Alderman  Gale  of  Vancouver,  moved 
the  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Kean.  who 
was  applauded  again  when  he  declared 
that  he  wanted  to  come  to  Vancouver 
Island  to  Cinematograph  tne  beautiful 
Saanicb  Arm.

"If  butcher,  cattle  buyer  and  farmer 
all  had  wings  to  come  to  market  and 
did  not  need  roads  to  get  to  market, 
good  roads  would  still  be  oqe  of  the 
most  profitable'  investments  because  of 
the  tourist  trafnc,"  said  Publicity  Com- 
missioner J.  R.  Davison,  of  Vancouver. 
He  said  the  tourist  business,  amounting 
to  $700,000,000  a  year  on  this  continent, 
was  one  of  the  greatest  industries  in 
America.  The  tourist  business  of  Maine 
last  year  was. worth  $75,000,000,  Colo- 
rado. $75,000,000;  New  Kngland  States.

Vancouver,  Mr.  Davison  declared,  has 
been  visited  by  8,000  autos  since  April 
of  this  year,  each  car  bringing  on  an 
average  five  persons.  He  estimated 
these  persons  had  spent  $250,000  In  Van- 
couver alone,  a  payroll  of  $10,000  a 
week,  "a  big  industry."  Besides  leaving 
money.  Mr.  Davison  went  on,  motor 
tourists  attracted  by  good  roads  are 
brouffht  Into  touch  with  the  natural  re- 
sources of  the  coutjtry  and  bring  about 
Industrial  development.  Ho  told  of  the 
beneflts  to  be  derived  from  a  road  that 
would  lead  from  the  coast  to  the  Banff 
national  park.  "The  auto  has  rediscov- 
ered the  country,"  said  Mr.  Davison. 
"Is  there  a  country  under  the  sun  that 
has  more  to  offer  the  man  that  can 
drive  his  auto  through   our  Province?" 

One  of  the  chief  occupations  of  the 
delegates  today  was  that  of  being  pho- 
tographed. The  Lower  Mainland,  dele- 
gation under  Alderman  Gale  of  Vancou- 
ver, and  Alderman  Johnson  of  New 
Westminster,  brought  along  with  them 
"Coaboy"  Kean,  broncho  boots  and  all, 
the  moving  picture  and  society  photog- 
rapher.

The  road 
thus  cost  the  municipality  1134.000,  or 
an  annual  outlay  of  some  fl 0,000,  in- 
cluding sinking  fund.  After  several- 
years'  experience  the  residents  of  Bur- 
naby have  found  that  at  an  annual  cost 
no  greater  than  their  former  outlay  on 
the  upkeep  of  an  unsatisfsctory  macad> 
am  road,  they  had  a  thoroughfare  that 
gave  them  immediate  and  all-year-round 
connection  with  Vancouver.  Today  the 
result  Is  that  transuprtation  costs  have 
been  cut  and  merchants  of  the  city,  on 
telephone  orders,  deliver  goods  dally  at 
the  doors  of  the  residents. 

Oet  B.  O.  rota*  of  Ttaw 
Hon.  Mr.  Weart  urged  the  members 
of  the  convention  to  take  up  their  work, 
"not  from  a  sectional  pol'ntof  view,  to 
see  how  much  they  could  grab  for  their 
section,  but  to  act  as  British  Colum- 
bians, from  a  British  Columbia  point  of 
view,  so  that  the  maximum  results 
might  be  obtained  from  the  expenditure, 
i^ways  remembering  that  taxation  was 
high  and  population  scarce."

How  ^r  PaeUtc  salmon  range  after 
leaving  fresb  water  in  their  babyhood 
la  net  yet  definitely  known,  but  it  ia 
fairly  avldent  tbat  large  numbera  of 
them  do  not  depart  very  far  from  the 
rivera  In  which  they  were  hatched,  for 
a  considerable  time  at  any  rate,  arid 
they  eertainly  do  not  run  up  the  rivers 
again  in  any  numbera.  If  at  all,  untl) 
they  return  as  mature  aalmon  for  the 
purpeaa  of  apar/nlng,  after  which,  the 
aolentists  tell  us,  they  all  die.  It  is 
tba  immature  aalmon  of  the  various 
apeci^a.  caught  while  sojourning  in  the 
salt  water  adjacent  to  the  rivers  in 
which  they  were  hatched,  which  are 
caught  under  the  name  of  grilse.

A  ceafualon  of  names,  which  nome- 
times  eciSurs  among  the  uninitiated  and 
Uads  to  considerable  amusement  among 
the  flahermcn.  la  that  which  oauaea  the 
dog-fish  to  be  mistaken  for  the  dog  sal- 
mon, two  very  different  "critters."  The 
dog  salmon  does  not  take  the  angler's 
bait  and  cannot  therefore  be  regarded 
by  him  as  either  a  blessing  or  a  curae. 
He  ia  taken  nowadays  In  considerable 
numbsfs.  by  the  commercial  fisherman 
and  is  no  longer  regarded  as  unfit  for 
food  for  the  white  man.  The  dog-flah 
Is  about  as  unlike  a  salmon  as  he  well 
Can  be,  being  in  fact  a  member  of  the 
shark  tribe.  At  times  the  dog-flah  prove 
very  troublesome  to  the  troller  for  sal- 
mon aad  grilse,  taking  the*  bait  intended 
for  nobler  prey  and  being  regarded  by 
the  angler  aa  an  unmitigated  nuisance. 
By  the  way,  it  ia  the  dog-flsh,  not  the 
dog  salmoa,  which  haa  lately  been  re- 
chriatened  tba  gray-flah,  the  new  name 
having  been  bestowed  by  the  authorities 
of  the  United  States  in  an  attempt  to 
overcoma  the  public  prejudice  against 
this  fish  as  an  article  of  diet.

When  at 
the  famous  college  he  held  the  record 
for  bowling,  taking  oa  one  occasion 
nine  wickets  for  one  run  and  five  in  one 
over.  Lileut.  R.  Aldwlnckle,  now  ofll- 
dally  presumed  killed  in  action,  was 
a  keen  aportsman  and  distinguished 
himself  in  running,  winning  the  mile, 
three  miles  and  half-mile  ateeplechaae 
two  year^  in  aucpeasion  In  the  college 
sports.

Plying  in  Alaska  Trade  for 
Many  Years  Is  Being  Nego- 
tiated For. 


After  plying  in  tha  Alaska  trade  out 
of  Seattle  for  mora  tbaa  aeveateen 
years,  there  ia  now  a  poaalbtllty  that 
the  well  known  ateamahip  Dolphin,  of 
the  Alaska  Mteamahip  Company,  may 
proceed  aouth.  Chilean  abipplng  men. 
through  repreaentativea  in  San  Vraa- 
claca,  have  opened  negotiations  for  the 
purchasa  of  the  steamer,  and  if  the  deal 
ia  cvnaummated  tba  veaael  will  ba  oper- 
ated in  the  coastwise  trade  of  South 
America. 

The  Dolphin  Is  now  in  Seattle  after 
completing  a  voyage  to  Alaska  and  la 
uodorgolag  inspection  by  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  InteraaU  .who  azvact  to 
purchaaa  tha  carrier.  -The  Dolpbiawaa 
brought  out  to  the  Paolflc  Coast  via  the 
Straits  of  Magellan  in  1I«0  to  assist  in 
handling  the  trade  to  Alaska  following 
the  rush  to  the  Klondlka 

Commanded  by  Capt.  John  A.  O'Brien, 
now  master  of  the  Nome  liner  Vlotoris. 
tha  Dolphin  arrived  on  the  Sound  from 
New  York  July  •,  If 00,  having  beaa 
purcbaaad  on  tiitit  East  coaa't  by  the  old 
Alaska.  Steamship  Company.  With  tba 
consolidation  of  the  old  company  with 
the  Nortbweatern  Steamahlp  Company 
and  the  formation  of  the  present  cor- 
poration, the  Dolphin  became  a  member 
of  the  merged  fleeta. 

The  Dolphin  was  built  In  Wilmington. 
Del.,  in  1893.  and  was  known  as  the 
steamship  Al.  Koater.  She  aerved  aa  an 
excursion  craft  out  of  New  York  before 
coming  to  thta  coaat,  being  owned  by 
wealthy  men  of  the  Kaat  Who.  made 
many  flahlng  cruiaea  in  the  vesael  along 
the  Atlantic  coaat.

Captain  M.  Foley,  Formerly 
Engaged  In  Business  in  Vic- 
toria, Dies  at  Home  in 
Southern  California. 


Word  has  been  received  of  the  paas- 
ing  of  another  of  the  famoua  old  aeal- 
ing  Bkippera  who  were  wont  to  aall  out 
of  Victoria.  Capt.  W.  8.  O'l^eary.  of 
2039  Work  Street,  has  received  a  tele- 
gram advlaing  him  of  the  death  of  Capt. 
M.  Foley,  formerly  of  Victoria,  but  who 
haa  been  living  for  the  past  aeven  yeara 
In  California.  Capt  Foley  paaaed  away 
at  his  home  at  Coronado,  In  Southern 
California,  on  Monday  night,  after  an 
lUneea  which  overtook  him  acme  weeka 
ago  and  resulted  in  a  atroke  of  paralyala 
on  September  K. 

For  a  number  of  yeara  the  late  Capt. 
Foley  lived  on  Yates  Street.  He  was 
born  In  Prince  Kdward  laland,  where 
he  af  terwarda  became  an  extensive  ebip- 
owner.  LAter  he  went  to  New  Y(yk,  and 
then  to  Victoria.  He  engaged  li\  the 
aealing  buaineas  during  the  palmy  days, 
and  when  the  Atlln  gold  strike  was 
made  he  went  North  and  opened  up  a 
general  and  wholesale  buainess. 

Capt.  Foley  paaaed  away  at  the  age 
of  73  years.  He  In  survived  by  a  widow 
and  four  daughters,  Mrs.  H.  W.  Heal,  of 
Victoria;  Mrs.  J.  W.  Clearman,  of  Coro- 
nado; Mrs.  J.  L.  Bell,  of  Portland,  Ore., 
and  Minn  May  G.  Foley,  who  Is  a  teach- 
er In  New  York.  There  are  also  seven 
grandchildren. 

The  late  Ciptf>!n  was  very  well 
known  in  British  Columbia  and  his  de- 
mise is  deeply  regretted  by  a  large 
circle  of  acquaintances,  by  whom  he 
was  highly  respected. 


SEATTLE  FOURTH  IN 
FOREIGN  TRADE  PORTS 

Seattle  now  claims  fourth  place 
among  the  Unite*  i^tatea'  big  foreign 
trade  porta  in  1110,  and  eighth  place  in 
the  combined  Hat  of  the  twelve  greatest 
foreign  trade  ports  of  Great  Britain  and 
the  United   States. 

Aa  an  evidence  of  what  strides  hava 
been  made  by  the  Puget  Sound  port 
since  the  war  began  in  1918,  Seattle 
figured  neither  in  the  first  six  porta 
of  the  United  States  nor  In  the  combln. 
ed  twelve  leadins  |>orts  of  that  country 
and  Great  Britain,  but  In  ItlO  the  port 
ranked  with  Boston  and  Olaagow,  Scot- 
land. New  Orleans  gained  heavily  in 
19K,  but  was  outdiatgnced  by  Seattle, 
whl<ih  has  now  come  to  be  known  aa  tha 
Glasgow  of  the  United  Statea. 

San  Franclaeo  was  not  in  tha  run* 
ntng  with  Seattle,  and  though  the  for- 
mer port'a  foreign  trade  In  Itlt  totalled 
f  34t,8a«.277,  Seattle  had  a  lead  over  the 
Golden  Gate  for  the  same  year  of  mora 
than  1100,000.000.

FOrt  Steele  mining  division  of  East 
Keoteaay. 

The  district  gold  commissioner,  in  his 
official  report  for  19 10.  aa  printed  In 
the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Minister 
of  Mines,  gave  the  following  Informa- 
tion relative  to  the  Sullivan  mine: 

"The  Conaolldated  Mining  and  Smelt- 
ing Company  of  Canada.  Limited,  which 
owns  the  Sullivan  group,  at  Kimberley, 
has  Auring  the  past  year  extracted  and 
shipped  a  large  amount  of  ore,  and  has, 
mo(;eover,  improved  the  plant  and  build- 
ings very  materially. 

"Handicapped  by  the  flood  in  Spring, 
ahlch  put  the  power  plant  out  of  com- 
mission and  did  other  damage,  the 
company  buckled  down  to  work;  after 
restoring  the  power  plant  and  recon- 
structing and  improving  the  aerial 
tramway,  new  bunk  houaea  were' erected 
one  to  houae  one  hundred  minora  and 
another  for  aeventy;  the  ore  bins  were 
extended  and  wagon  roads  built.  Mean- 
while, although  no  diamond  drilling  was 
done,  underground  development  and 
blocking  out  of  ore  was  proceeded  with 
and  the  main  tunnel,  now  in  more  than 
3,000  feet,  pushed  with  all  dispatch.  The 
force  employed  ia  more  than  300,  which 
will  be  Increased  as  the  need  arlHes. 
Approximately  100,000  tone  of  ore  waa 
ahlpped  to  the  Ti'all  smeltery  during 
the  year,  which  constitute*  a  record  for 
this  mine." 

Jhe  Consolidated  Mining  and'  Smelt- 
ing Co.'a  last  flacal  year  ended  on  Sep- 
tember SO,  but  it  ia  too  early  yet  for 
official  information  concerlfing  the 
year'a  operatlona  and  reaulta  to  be 
available  for  publication.  For  the  pre- 
vious year  It  was  stated.  In  the  com- 
pany'a  last  publiahed  annual  report, 
that  "in  the  Sullivan  mine  the  new 
lower  tunnel  level  waa  advanced.  De- 
velopment work  was  carried  on  at  the 
old  tunnel  level  and  on  the  level  100 
feet  below.  Ore  reserves  of  high-grade 
lead  have  not  been  maintained,  but  some 
promising  sine  ore  ntopes  have  been 
opened  and  conaiderable  quantities  of 
low-grade  lead-xlnclcy  ore  developed. 
Additional  development  work  is  ^being 
carried  on  to  increase  the  reserves  of 
high-grade  lead  ore." 

In  this  connection  the  following  notes 
by  the  Provincial  Mlneralogla*,  taken 
I'rbm  tha  Annual  Report  of  the  Mlnia- 
ter  of  Mines,  arc  of  Interest: 

The  erection  of  the  Consolidated 
Mining  and  Smelting  Co.'a  electrolytic 
slnc-reflnery,  at  Trail,  West  Kootenay, 
was  commenced  in  the  Fall  of  1915,  and 
by  rushing  the  construction  work,  the 
plant  was  in  operation  early  In  1910.  It 
was  designed  primarily  .to  treat  the 
complex  sine  lead  ore  of  the  Sullivan 
mine,  owned  by  the  company,  where 
very  large  reserves  of  thla  claas  of  ore 
have   been  proved.     The  ore   is  roasted

Whether  in 
the  French  sectora  of  Verdun  or  the 
Alane,  or  In  the  Britiah  sectors  of  Ar- 
ras and  Ypres,  the  flghtingr  is  only  dis- 
continued at  one  point  to  be  taken  up 
At  another.  In  addition  to  the  big  at- 
tacka,  a  niiantity  of  carefully  prepared 
nmall  actions  which  have  been  crown- 
ed with  success,  and  of  which  the  bul- 
lotln»<  are  not  abje  to  give  a  clear  Idea.

OVER  OUAGMIRE 


Notable  Achievement  of  Troops 
in  Yesterday's  Great  Drive 
— Go  Forward  in  Defiance 
of  'Rain  and  Mud.

WITH  THE  FRENCH  ARMIES  IN 
PL-VNDKR^  Oct  9.— (By  the  Associ- 
ated Press.) — Amid  one  of  the  most 
terrlflc  hurricanes  of  artillery  fire  the 
French  army,  co-operating  with  the 
British,  early  this  morning  won  a  bril- 
liant victory  which  carried  the  troops 
to  a  Aepth  of  a  mile  along  a  front  of 
about  a  mile,  stretching  from  Drael- 
bank to  Wydendreft.

All  around  shell 
holes  were  filled  to  their  brims  with 
water. 

At  length,  soon  after  five  o'clock  In 
the  morning,  definite  orders  arrived  and 
the  troops  were  glad.  They  went  for- 
ward with  great  rapidity,  notwithstand- 
ing the  conditions,  circling  the  shell 
holes  and  slipping  through  the  deepest 
mud.  They  knew,  however,  that  the 
success  of  the  future  operations  de- 
pended on  their  efforts  today.  When 
they  reached  their  first  objective  they 
found  Germans  crowded  In  the  ncats  of 
craters  which  hereabouts  form  the  first 
lines,  the  building  of  trenches  In  this 
section  of  Flanders  being  impossible 
owln?  to  the  porous  soil. 

Catrh  Change  of  Troops 
Oood  luck  had  madn  the  advance  coin- 
cide with  the  period  when  the  Qennana 
were  changing  thf>  troops  occupying  thrlr 
front  llnca  A  Oerman  division  waa  Just 
handinic  over  the  lines  to  a  tr»ah  division 
recently 'arrived  from  the  RuBHian  front. 
The  French  with  wonderful  dash  wrre 
upon  thnm  before  thry  realised  the  situa- 
tion,   and    killed    many   of    them. 

There  was  a  short  respite  before  the 
next  fort(-ard  movement  was  undertaken  in 
co-operation  with  the  British,  who  were 
advancing  simultaneously  on  the  French 
right.  Blidlng  along  over  the  broken  and 
muddy  ground,  the  Krench  troopem  mado 
their  way  quickly  toward  Hangelaere, 
which   soon    fell    Into   their    posseaaton. 

The  whole  scheme  of  operations  for  the 
day  had  been  carried  out  Ions  before  noon. 
The  Infantry's  advance  was  largely  as- 
slated  by  the  darlnir  of  the  aviators,  who 
would  not  permit  the  weather  conditions 
to  Interfero  with  their  work.  They  flew 
low  over  the  Oerman  linos,  taking  capital 
photographs  and  th«n  returned  in  thn 
fearful  gali;  to  their  bases  to  turn  In 
their  reports.  Meanwhile  not  a  single 
Oerman   airplane    was    seen    In    the   air. 

The  result  of  the  day's  Aghllng.  In  addi- 
tion to  tho  men  and  materiel  captured.  Is 
that  the  forest  of  Houthulst,  which  com- 
prises Ave  or  sis  miles  of  thickly  wooded 
ground,  now  Is  virtually  flanked  on  both 
sides.  As  far  aa  can  be  learned,  the  wood 
contains  considerable  artillery  and  large 
numbers  of  machine  guns,  but  the  Oermans 
miMt  And  extraordinary  difficulty  In  keep- 
ing  them   supplied. 

For  the  moment  the  Fr'#'h  tramps  are 
occupied  In  consolidating  the  arfiund  won, 
which,  although  small  In  extent,  repre- 
sents an  Invaluable  gain,  as  It  deprives 
the  Oermans  of  their  points  of  observa- 
tion.
